Those R.A.F, Accidents 

In the pre-war years the despatches 
used to bring with agonizing frequency 
news that somewhere a Royal Air Force 
plane had crashed, and its crew-members 
been killed or injured. In some seasons 
these reports came week by week, with 
few exceptions, They were varied at times 
by an account of two of the fighting craft 
having collided in mid-air, killing the 
occupants of both. 

Readers must have wondered in those 
days—some writers expressed a suspicion 
—whether the R.A.F. was not lacking in 
efficiency, whether the planes were not 
poorly constructed or the pilots poorly 
trained. There did not seem to be so many 
accidents in the air fleets of other coun- 
tries, some of them much larger in num- 
bers. 

But the world knows now why there 
were So many tragedies in the R.A.F. in 
those pre-war days. A record of enemy 
planes shot down in the last two months in 
the ratio of four to one, mounting some 
days to seven to one, explains why so 
many British planes and crews came to 
grief on the training fields in peace-time. 

The pilots were learning then to fly as 
men had never flown before. Accidents 
were many because no one could teach 
them the things they set themselves to do. 
They were acquiring technical skill and 
tactical skill such as no other airmen in 
the world have or ever have had. They 
were learning to do the “impossible’— 
and they are doing it now every day.

That Isn’t War 


Canadians everywhere will’ echo the thank- 
fulness so well expressed in Prime Minister 
King’s message of felicitation to the King and 
Queen on their preservation from harm when 
Buckingham Palace was ruthlessly bombed 
again vesterday. 

Mr, King was entirely right when he said 
that “no enemy act could have served more 
completely to stir the heart of every part of the 
British Commonwealth.” 

This was no chance-attack on the part of the 
Germans. The raiding plane swooped low and 
dropped its bombs in a deliberate attempt at 
cold-blooded murder. Nothing like this hap- 
pened in the last war. Nothing@could have been 
more callously calculated to show the utter dis- 
regard of the Nazis for the principles of inter- 
national law governing warfare.

Second, the test meal which is used 
to test the digestive power may not 
produce an accurate report because 
of the patient being afraid. Fear may 
slow down acid secretion enough ta 
make it look as though not enough 
acid is being produced. 

When there is a marked lack of 
acid, the accepted medical treate 
t consists of giving dilute hydroe 
chloric acid. If you know that the 
acid is somewhat low in your case, 
you should discuss this point with 
your physician.
